The reply filed on 2/1 2/2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action 
because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): The amendment filed on 02/12/2007 
fails to comply with 37 CFR 1.121 and the previous office letter mailed on 1/16/2007 for 
the following reasons: 

A.) Claims 47-49 depend upon cancelled claim 31 ; 

B) Claim 1 at line 12 "image transmission portions" should be "the image 
transmission portions" since "image transmission portions" are previously presented in 
the claim; 

C) Claim 2 at line 2 "image transmission portions" should be "the image 
transmission portions" since "image transmission portions" are previously presented in 
the parent claim in the newly added simulation browser limitations; 

D) Claim 6 at line 3 "the at least one priority" needs to be changed because "at least 
one priority" was not previously presented in the amended parent claims; 

E) Claim 8 at step d) has the same issue that claim 1 has; 

F) Claim 12 at line 3 has the same issue that claim 6 has; 

G) Claim 14 at line 9 has the same issue that claim 1 has; 

H) Claim 15 appears to change the recordable media of claim 12 into a signal 
media; 

I) Claim 21 at lines 3-4 has the same issue that claim 6 has; 
J) Claim 23 at line 13 has the same issue that claim 1 has; 
K) Claim 24 has the same issue that claim 15 has; 
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L) Claim 29 at lines 3-4 has the same issue that claim 6 has; 
M) Claim 35 in step b)i) "a image transmission portion" should refer to one of the 
previously claimed " image transmission portions" and similarly in step A "an image 
transmission portion" should refer to one of the previously claimed "image transmission 
portions"; and 

N) Claim 40 at line 3 has the same issue that claim 6 has.
